Summary: 
BOMBARDIER RECREATIONAL PRODUCTS INC. (BRP) IS RECALLING CERTAIN 
MODEL YEAR 2010 SPYDER RT ROADSTERS.  A PIN SECURING THE BRAKE 
PEDAL CONNECTING ROD COULD DISENGAGE AND FALL OFF.   
 
Consequence:  
IF THIS OCCURS, A TOTAL LOSS OF MAIN BRAKE FUNCTION COULD RESULT 
WITHOUT PRIOR WARNING.  THERE IS AN INCREASED RISK OF A CRASH 
POSSIBLY RESULTING IN INJURY OR DEATH. 
 
Remedy: 
BRP WILL NOTIFY OWNERS, AND DEALERS WILL REPLACE THE BRAKE 
PEDAL CONNECTING ROD PINS FREE OF CHARGE.  THE SAFETY RECALL IS 
EXPECTED TO BEGIN ON OR BEFORE APRIL 16, 2012.  OWNERS MAY

Please provide us with the beginning and ending dates for the build date range of 
the vehicles affected by this recall. 
 
Copies of all notices, bulletins, dealer notifications, and other communications that 
relate to this recall, including a copy of the final owner notification letter and any 
subsequent owner follow-up notification letter(s), are required to be submitted to 
this office no later than 5 days after they are originally sent (if they are sent to more 
than one manufacturer, distributor, dealer, or purchaser/owner).  

 
As stated in Part 573.7, submission of the first of six consecutive quarterly status reports is 
required within one month after the close of the calendar quarter in which notification to 
purchasers occurs.  Therefore, the first quarterly report will be due on or before 30 days 
after close of the calendar quarter.
